J. Garrett Tolan Shows Eileenmere 85th to Top Honors 


If you had stepped up to J. Garrett Tolan when the Interna- 
tional grand championship ribbon was hung on his great two year 
old bull, Eileenmere 85th, and asked him how it felt to have bred, 
owned and showed the 1935 International grand champion bull he 
more than likely would have blushed, stirred the tanbark with the 


toe of his shoe and turned to his good wife and 
said: “Ah, shucks, you tell ’em Marie.” On an 
adjoining farm to the Tolan home near Spring- 
field, Illinois, and just a short way off the old Abe 
Lincoln trail is another reason for the success of 
this Illinois breeder. While hopes were running 
high within the breasts of the various members of 
the family of this exhibitor who were present at 
Chicago there sat by the fireside on this adjoining 
homestead an aged mother, keen, alert, filled with 
ambition and determination such only as may be 
found wrapped within the bosom of the grand pion- 
eer women of the Mississippi valley country, ex- 
pectantly awaiting the announcement over the ra- 
dio proclaiming that Eileenmere 85th had been 
made grand champion of the 1935 International. 
How could an exhibitor fail with backing like that? 

There is another reason, and this one is 
BREEDING, Feeding and Careful Mating. In or- 
der to illustrate the point please refer to the 
accompanying tabulation wherein is shown the 
lineage of this great young bull together with the 
names of the breeders who are responsible for 
bringing such an animal into actual existence. J.

Garrett Tolan not only bred this bull, but he bred the sire, the 


paternal grandsire and grandam and great grandam. He bred the 
dam of Eileenmere 85th and her dam and grandam. J. Garrett 
Tolan bred seven out of the first fourteen ancestors. The name 


of Otto V. Battles appears frequently because of the intensely 


line bred pedigree through Eileenmere 4th, whose 
sire Oakville Quiet Lad injects the name of John 
Cash Jr. frequently too. 

A careful analysis of this tabulation will re- 
veal the fact that Mr. B. R. Pierce, pioneer Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder in Illinois is perhaps entitled 
to as much if not more consideration in the build- 
ing of this pedigree than any other one person, 
because it was his great Black Woodlawn the in- 
tense infusion of whose blood surely must domin- 
ate all other influences. Black Woodlawn was not 
only the sire of the International grand champion 
Oakville Quiet Lad but he was also the sire of the 
International grand champion Erwin C., whose 
name appears in the maternal side of the structure. 

On three occasions the name of the 1906 In- 
ternational grand champion cow, Eileen Lass 73102, 
appears to lend an ever strengthening influence. 
In the lower right hand corner will be found the 
name of Black Monarch of Emerson who sired two 
International grand champion cows—Blackbird 
24th in 1904 and Blackbird 26th in 1905. It is 
through the consolidation of bloodlines like these

Bangs Disease! 


The Journal just can’t quite agree with 
the conclusions of our good friend Mr. M. 
S. Eylar, concerning the method of hand- 
ling the test and the slaughter of cattle 
that happen to react to the test. While it 
is agreed that some better method should 
be found, something that will be particular- 
ly positive and accurate, it does not seem 
right nor just that good cattle that may 
be improperly tested should stand guil- 
ty of the crime and be compelled to sub- 
mit to capital punishment for what in all 
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probability is gross negligence on the part 
of these making the test. Mr. Eylar’s let- 
ter came to hand too late to be used in the 
January issue, however it is used here in its 
entirety because it is certain to bring out 
still further suggestions and findings that 
it is hoped will prove of value to all breed- 
ers of cattle. 
The Letter: 

New York, December 9, 1935 
Dear Mr. Hahne: 

Referring to the article in the December 
issue of the Journal on the subject of Bangs 
disease, and also to Mr. S. R. Morrison’s 
letter under date of November 14th, I have 
been searching for more light and more in- 
formation on this subject. 

I presume that the best authority on this 
subject is the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Division of Animal Disease, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; and while they are 
not very positive about all angles of the 
treatment of the disease, I think it can be 
definitely stated that the test and slaught- 
er method of dealing with Bangs disease 
constitutes the most logical and satisfac- 
tory one, and enables owners to get entire- 
ly rid of the disease at a cost that will not 
be excessive. 

On the other hand, there are some herds 
where repeated testing and prompt removal 
of the non-reactors from the old pasture 
and the reactors does not always accomp- 
lish the desired end. It is conceded that such 
a procedure requires several pastures and 
several sets of farm buildings, which might 
make it impractical in some cases. 

The best authorities tell me that it is us- 
ually possible to completely eradicate the 
disease by the test and slaughter method, 
providing the owners have the courage and 
patience to adhere to that plan. The matter 
of expense is, however, such that it causes 
the owners to become discouraged. 

It seems that extensive studies are being 
made and that more specific recommenda- 
tions may be made later in reference to 
different methods of dealing with this prob- 
lem. It also seems to be a fact that the 
present method of testing does not always 
give uniform results for one reason or an- 
other, principally because the virulence of 
the disease varies. It seems to be conceded, 
however, that the agglutinization test is the 
most reliable one, and if done by a veterin- 
ary who knows his business, is very accur- 
ate. It sometimes fails to detect infected 
animals or animals who have had the dis- 
ease and have largely recoverd from it. All 
of which seems to prove that a certain per- 
centage of animals will recover from the 
disease in any event, but it seems to me that 
that is entirely too slow and too expensive 
a method to pursue. 

I believe it is possible to innoculate ani- 
mals which have the disease to such an ex- 
tent that they will not react for some time, 
although they are infected, and I have a 
suspicion that that is what happened in the 
case referred to by Mr. S. R. Morrison, 
mentioned in next to the last paragraph of 
his letter. 

I assume that all breeders have carefully 
read Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1704, and the 
pamphlet entitled “The Status of Vaccina- 
tion Against Bangs Disease” which are is- 
sued by the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Department of Agriculture. 

I am wondering if the breeders generally 
appreciate how serious this disease is. I 
visited the southern part of Texas last 
month and was surprised to learn that it 
had become a scourge in that area. I also 
talked with a representative of the State 
Department of Agriculture of Colorado, 
where it has become a major problem. The

I am convinced that as the breeders of 
purebreds become more familiar with this 
disease that they will insist upon the adop- 
tion of methods which will absolutely erad- 
icate it, regardless of expense.

Out of a raging blizzard and 
most two feet of snow we mid- 
westerners climbed aboard the 
west bound trains on Saturday, 
January 18th, expecting to inter- 
cept the “Tom Cross Special” at 
Omaha.

Only a 
few minutes elapsed be- 
fore the trio entered the 
front gate on the show 
grounds and _ started the 
rounds to see “Who is 
here”.

Whether she knew it or not 13 year old 
Janet Witte, of Collinsville, Illinois, brought 
to her family a record that is going to be 
hard to duplicate in years to come, when she 
succeeded in placing her pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus calf “Fatena” at the head of 
the open championship competition in the 
Eighth Annual Boys and Girls Calf Club 
Show of the St. Louis Live Stock Exchange 
held at the National Stock Yards, St. Louis, 
December 12th and 138th, 1935. It was only 
last year that her brother Billy Witte, Jr., 
won the same honor. For a brother and 
sister in the same family to win the grand 
championship at this great St. Louis Club 
Show two years in succession is not the 
easiest nor the most likely accomplishment 
in the world. Last year Billy sold his calf 
at an even dollar a pound.

W. E. Scripps Shows Black Bandolier to Grand Championship

‘e was paraded before John Lowe at 
Pe lke Royal Show one of the best ex- 
hibits of cattle that has appeared in Canada 
in recent years. ‘Lhe cattle were mostly pro- 
vided by Canadian breeders but the presence 
of the Scripps herd from Lake Orion, Mich- 
igan did lend International interest to the 
result of the competition in the various 
classes. Breeders trom eastern Canada were 
also compelled to meet the Alberta herd 
owned by the Canadian Pacific Kailway tor 
the first time. When the ribbons had been 
distributed it could not be said that any par- 
ticular herd had dominated the competition. 


There were only three aged bulls and the 
class was headed by Kdwards isveraid of 
Briarcliti tollowed by a very good bull 
shown by the C. P. R. In the two year old 
class the Patterson imported bull Escuderon 
was out in front followed by the entries of 
the C. P. R., and Edwards bros., in order. 


There were no senior yearling entries, but 
eight junior yearlings ot good quality were 
paraded. Edwards Anoka Bandolier 2nd 
maintained the place he had held throughout 
the year at the head of the line, but this 
time he was closely pressed by the C. P. R. 
entry, while two Scripps bulls followed close- 
ly. In the senior calf class with nine animals 
out Scripps won with Black Bandolier a bull 
that was good enough to win the junior and 
grand championship for the American herd. 
iKdwards was close behind with Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th a bull that is closely related to 
the winner on his sire’s side. The junior calf 
class was not quite so strong, but was head- 
ed by the entry of F. G. Todd followed by 
Edwards, the C. P. R., and John D. Patter- 
son in order. 

In a class of five cows Patterson had a 
good leader with Beatrice of Don Head, 
where he was followed by the C. P. R., and 
Edwards. There was no doubt about the 
winner in the two year old heifer class and 
Mr. Lowe quickly selected Glenelg Alva 
Middlebrook to head the class for the C. P. 
R., with her stable mate in third and Ed- 
wards second. There were six senior year- 
ling heifers and here Howard Fraleigh re- 
ceived the call and won the class on Morning 
Call with Scripps second on Eva Bandolier. 
The two heifers were by the same bull. 

The junior yearling heifer class with nine 
entries was very strong. During the summer 
the C. P. R. heifer, Glenelg Daisy Middle- 
brook, won over Ebonessa of Don Head the 
Patterson bred heifer shown by Edwards 
Bros. At the Canadian National Exhibition 
the Edwards heifer was grand champion and 
as she had come along wonderfully since 
the September show it appeared that she 
might dislodge the C. P. R. heifer from her 
position of honor. The judge however decid- 
ed in favor of the Alberta entry of the C. 
P. R. Farms with the Edwards heifer sec- 
ond and the entry of F. G. Todd third. 
The winner in this class was junior and 
grand champion female and her stable ‘nate 
in the two year old class was reserve for 
the supreme award. In the senior heifer calf 
class the competition was again between 
the C. P. R. and Edwards and once more 
the award went to the entry from Alberta. 
Edwards won the junior heifer calf class 
with Fraleigh second and Patterson third.

The C. P. R. won in the graded herd with 
Edwards second, but the Scripps herd came 
forward to take first in the junior herd, 
the get-of-sire and the class for best four 
calves and Patterson was first for progeny 
of cow on the progeny of his imported 
Beaution of Advie.

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Gr hampionship Judging 


At Smithfield, as Described by Charles Reid 


Judging for the baby beef cup ushered in 
the series of competitions which led up to 
the final decision for the Champion Plate 
and the King’s Challenge Cup. 

The great strength lay among the first 
and second crosses where the King was a 
prominent competitor with the elegant 
quartette of Aberdeen-Angus Crosses by 
Wytham Black Boy which headed the two 
classes at Birmingham. They again took 
the lead though with some slight changes. 

The King’s Winner. 

His Majesty’s baby beef champion at 
Birmingham, Windsor Eggar, had to give 
way in his class to Baroness Burton’s cap- 
itally topped, thicker Geordie, while the po- 
sitions of the two heifers, Windsor Belle 
and Elita, which stood first and second at 
Birmingham were reversed, Elita being now 
placed first for the baby beef cup, with 
Windsor Belle, in the reserve. 

Next came the cup for the best steer un- 
der two years which brought a number of 
first winners into the running. But a short 
parade left three in front of the judges: 


.Mr. Cridlan’s level, capitally topped Butter 


38rd of Maisemore, which stood reserve 
cross-bred champion at Birmingham; Lady 
Robinson’s 1st prize two-year-old Aber- 
deen-Angus steer, Elector of Kirklington, 
which was reserve to Iris for the breed and 
champion cups at Birmingham, and Mr. 
Duncan’s 1st prize red two-year-old Gallo- 
way steer. 

The latter was not, however, of the level 
quality of the two blacks of Aberdeen-An- 
gus type and finally Mr. Cridlan’s Butter 
3rd was favored for the cup on account of 
his straight level lines. This necessitated 
calling in the 2nd winner of his class, Bar- 
oness Burton’s Jock which, however, was 
hardly wide enough behind and was soon 
disposed of. The judges still lingered over 
the great substance of the Galloway with 
his fine quarters, while Elector was a bit 
faulty over the rump. His superior quality, 
however, triumphed and brought him final- 
ly to the reserve. 

The older animals next appeared to con- 
test the steer championship against the 
two-year-olds, but those rivals were quickly 
reduced to Mr. G. G. Reid’s 1st three-year- 
old Aberdeen-Angus steer, Roman Prince 
(which had been reserved for the breed cup, 
and stood 1st in his class and reserve for 
the steer championship at the Scottish Na- 
tional), and Mr. Osmond’s deep substanced 
1st prize three-year-old Galloway steer 
Hallmark. 

For a considerable time Mr. Cridlan’s 
two-year-old cup winner, Butter 3rd, held 
favor and the 2nd winner in his class was 
called in as a possible reserve. Eventually, 
however, the great deep front and fine 
girth and roasts of the Scotch steer tri- 
umphed and brought him the Steer cham- 
pionship, with the deep-ribbed Galloway in 
reserve. 

The decision of the cup for best two- 
year-old heifer was an easier matter as the 
symmetrical level figure of Lady Robin- 
son’s Aberdeen-Angus, Iris of Kirklington, 
had no real rival at this stage. 

For the reserve the Scottish National re- 
serve champion, Lord Forteviot’s Elysa of 
Dupplin, was called in, and readily follow- 
ed Iris again as in the class judging. 

With the weeding out that had gone on 
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there was no doubt about the decision of 
the heifer championship, which went to Mr. 
Cridlan’s three-year-old heifer, Pride of 
Maisemore 55th. She has kept her shapes 
and filled out since last year when she won 
the two-year-old cup; and although we 
have seen wider roasts on the Maisemore 
champions of the past, it is a question 
whether Smithfield has ever produced an 
animal so well balanced and evenly covered 
with deep, firm ripe flesh. 

Between the King’s baby beef cup winner 
and Lady Robinson’s two-year-old Iris, it 
was a matter of ripeness of age, for both 
had the same symmetrical lines and qual- 
ity, and for that reason the older of the 
two was placed in the reserve. 

£1000 in Prizes. 

There was again no doubt about Mr. 
Cridlan’s claim for the Champion Plate and 
the King’s Cup, and Pride of Maisemore 
55th finishes a brilliant career by adding 
another Smithfield Supreme Championship 
to the laurels of Maisemore after having 
won more than £1,000 in prize money. 
There was a tussle between Mr. Reid’s 
great, deep-fronted steer, Roman Prince, 
and Lady Robinson’s neatly modelled Iris 
for reserve, which honour eventually fell to 
the deeper flesh steer in the case of the 
Champion Plate. But as he was not bred 
by the exhibitor and so was ineligible for 
the King’s Cup, the reserve for that honour 
naturally fell to Lady Robinson’s two-year- 
old heifer.

True to tradition the grand championship 
ribbon for fat bullocks fell again to A. H. 
Schmidt’s home grown and fitted Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, unquestionably the best load 
of Blacks ever to grace a championship pen 
at Denver. The Record Stockman gave the 
carlot championship winners a single head- 
ing in the outside column on the first page 
and used less than a dozen lines to tell the 
world about this phenomenal winning. The 
grand champion steer in the single classes 
was of a brighter hue and drew a spread 
across the front page. Meaning we pre- 
sume that the Doddies are treading on 
sacred ground at the National Western, 
which makes it hard to break into the head- 
lines. Nevertheless the men in the yards 
know their worth and when this grand 
champion load passed the block they de- 
manded the very satisfactory price of 
$18.50 per hundred pounds which was just 
two dollars per hundred over the next high- 
est priced load to sell that day. After all 
what’s $400.00 extra money on a load of 
cattle? 


In the breeding classes Brown of Iowa 
again held all the championship ribbons in 
the bull section. Judge Sammy Fullerton, 
Jr., however reversed the grand champion 
ticket as compared with the Ogden show, 
this time giving the top honors to the jun- 
ior champion bull, Black Ruler of Bordulac. 

In the female division Ogden’s rating did 
not stand in the finals. At Denver Cong- 
don & Battles took the senior and grand 
championship honors with their two year 
old cow Blackbird of Rosemere 164th, and 
Jas. B. Hollinger secured the junior and 
reserve grand championship ribbons on his 
heifer calf, Pride of Wheatland 3d. 

One of the most pleasing things about 
the 1936 Denver National Show in so far 
as the selfish interests of the Aberdeen- 
Angus people are concerned is the fact that 
the ring management was compelled for 
the first time to erect a rail behind the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus exhibits and employ a couple 
of husky policemen to help keep the crowd 
sufficiently far away from the animals be- 
ing shown to give the judge working room.

Hy O BREEDER in recent years has experienced so much difficulty in bringing his sale of- 
fering before the buying public as has been experienced this winter by the Wilkinson Broth- 
ers, of Leon, Iowa, who are for the THIRD TIME within sixty days inviting the public to 

attend their draft sale which is now listed to take place on Tuesday, February 11th. 

About all has been said that could be said to bring the quality of this offering to the 

attention of prospective buyers. There is no use to mention the weather and road con- 
ce, ditions which prevailed on Thursday, January 23d. Blocked roads and railway trains running on six- 
= teen to twenty-four hour late schedules are not conducive elements in the assembling of a sale crowd. 
I just want to say this: Upon returning from the Denver show where cattle buyers were more enthus- 
iastic than in years past, I came direct to the sale pavilion at Des Moines to make a personal inspection 
of the offering. I was more than agreeably surprised to find such a sweet lineup of females as were 
tied in the stalls. They are of the low set, compact sort, of good type and character, and a goodly part 
of the cows are well along in calf and the Wilkinson Brothers informed me that the heifers too were 
mostly well along, but not quite as close up as some of the older cows. Most of this string of deep 
bodied, nice topped cows are in calf to ERAN REVOLUTION 467209, reference sire B in the catalog 
you have at hand. Eran Revolution is an intensely McHenry bred Eisa Erica son of the International 
grand champion REVOLUTION 100th and should mate exceptionally well with these good cows. I 
know of no place where buyers will have an opportunity to purchase at public appraisal a finer set 
of females in better condition to go along and reproduce themselves. They are not fat, but they are 
in excellent shape, right near the fat stage. There are only seven bulls—two calved in 1934, four calv- 
ed in 1935 and the coming four year old Elba bull, Brookside Elba Erica. I just want to say that a 
sale in which the third attempt is being made to offer cattle usually affords many bargains that other- 
wise might not be available. A word to the wise should be sufficient in this instance.
